The United States is now exporting 
red rice and other second-class rice, 
which makes excellent food, to Porto 
Rico. There is a good market for it 
there, although the second-class rice 
heretofore had been fed to animals or 
sold to brewers. i 

Secretary Wilson believes that the 
future will find this country in the 
first rank of rice-growing countries, 
and the coming mission to the Fast, 
with a view to gathering information 
on the whole subject, is expected to 
yield good results.

or means of ventilation, and nearly al- 
ways insufficiently lighted and ven- 
tilated; many of them are filthy; some 
of them, especially those situated in 
basements, are damp, and emit a fou! 
stench. The faults in sanitation are 
not confined to the tenement houses of 
the Chinese; on the contrary, in the 
rear of or over or under some of the 
more pretentious business buildings 
are to be found sleeping and living 
apartments which are most objection- 
able from a sanitary point of view. 

“The Chinese in San Francisco are, 
however, in many respects much better 
‘off than are their countrymen in great 
native centers like Canton, or even 
those in a city like Hongkong. There is 
almost an entire absence of the utter 
destitution among many of the Chinese 
in Asia. The Chinese in San Francisco 
are, on the whole, very well fed, for 
wages are high and food abundant and 
cheap. They are also well clothed, as 
a rule, and particular emphasis is to 
be laid upon the fact that the Chinese 
here wear shoes, stockings, and trous- 
ers, since it is believed by many that 
the bare legs and feet of the Chinese 
in Canton and Hongkong have much to 
do with the frequency of infection 
with plague in those places. 

“A large percentage of the Chinese 
in San Francisco, it is said, smoke 
opium. There are a number of Chi- 
nese prostitutes, but inspection of the 
quarters occupied by the latter would 
indisate that the rooms in which they 
live are, on the whole, more wholesome 
as regards air, space, light, ventila- 
tion, and cleanliness, than those of the 
other inhabitants of the district. 

“Wednesday, February 6, 1901, sys- 
tematic daily rounds of visits were 

de by one of the commissioners, ac- 
companied by Mr. Wong Ching, to the 
gick, as reported each day to the office 
of the Chinese Six Companies. Rapid 
clinical examinations were made, and 
notes kept of the result. A number of 
cases met with were obviously in- 
stances of advanced tuberculcsis, others 
were affected with various @hronic dis- 
eases. Such cases, being of no interest 
for the investigation, were visited only 
once. 

BUBONIC PLAGUE OCCURRING. 

“When patients were found who pre- 
sented symptoms which were sugres- 
tive of plague, a careful examination 
was made; in doubtful cases, the first 
visit was followed by others, and the 
progress of the iliness’ carefully 
watched. These regular visits of daily 
inspection were maintained until Feb- 
ruary 16, 1901, during which period a 
sufficient number of instances had been 
observed to permit your commissioners. 
to conclude beyond possible doubt that 
cases of bubonic plague were occurring 
among the Chinese. 

“Inspections of the dead in China- 
town were made also daily by the same 
member of the commission, beginninz 
February 5, 1901. Acces# to the dead 
was gained in two ways. In the first 
place the assistant city physician, Dr. 
FP. P. Wilson, makes the rounds of the 
undertaking establishments in China- 
town each forenoon. He inspects the 
bodies of the dead, and where neces- 
sary advises a pathological and bac- 
teriological examination by Dr. Kel- 
loge, the bacterioclogist of the City 
Board of Health. Permission was ob- 
tained from these gentlemen for the 
making of simultaneous and indepen- 
dent inspections, and a pathological 
and bacteriological inspection by the 
commission. 

“A second mode of access to the dead 
was that afforded by the reports made 
by the Chinese directly to the officers 
of the Six Companies. Py this mode 
it was in some instances possible to 
learn of the death of individuals and 
to make inspections of bodies before 
the city officials were informed of 


them. 
THE DEATHS. 

“From February 5 to February 16 
thirteen dead Chinese were inspected. 
Death 1. (Inspected Februarn~ 5.) Chun 
Ah Chou, aet. 44, actor, died this morn- 
ing .in Washington-street Theater. 
Body well nourished; twe or three 
dark-bluish spots on legs (possible 
hemorrhages.) On palpation of the 
meck, axillae, and givins, some en- 
largement of the lymphatic glands of 
the left groin was mude out, though 
nothing corresponding to an outspoken 
bubo was visible. Inspecting commis- 
sioner advised a pathological and bac- 
teriological examination, in order to 
remove all doubt as to the nature of 
the case. The results proved the case 
to be one of infection with plague. 
(Vide infra, laboratory case 1.) 
“Death 2. (Inspected February 5.) 
Wong Koong Chin, elderly Chinese 
male; died at 6A Waverly Place; his- 
tory of dyspnea and cyanosis for a long 
time before death. There is marked 
edema of legs; no enlargements of 
lymphatic giands ascertainable on pal- 
pation; death certificate signed by 
City Physician as due to vaivular dis- 
ease of the heart. Case was not re- 
garded as suspicious, and no patho- 
logical or bacteriological examination 
was insisted upon. 
“Death 3. (Inspected February 5.) 
Lee Kee, middle-aged Chinaman, found 
dead at No. 917% Stockton street. This 
man had been visited by members of 
the commission two nights before, the 
case having been reported to them as 
one suspected of being plague Neither 
when seen during life nor on inspec- 
tion after death was anything seen 
which pointed to infection with plague. 
No enlargement of lymphatic glands 
could be made out. A pathological and 
bacteriological examination was, how- 
ever, deemed advisable for purposes of 
exclusion. The results as regard 
were negative. (Vide infra, 
laboratory case 2.) The assistant city 
physician attributed the death to in- 
testinal obstruction. 
“Death 4. (Inspected February 6.) 
Fong Sha Song, coolie, aet. 56; found 
dead in “Hall of Tranquillity,” at rear 
of No. 111] Stockton street. No avali)l- 
able history of condition intra vitam; 
body filthy; edema of legs; no en- 
larged tymphatic glands; no visible 
hemorrhages; pathological and bacte- 
riological examination advised for pur- 
pose of exclusion. Results negative as 
regards plague. (Vide infra, labora- 
tory case 4.) Death attributed by 
City Physician to interstitial nephritis. 
“Death 5. (Inspected February 5.) 
Lum Hong Yuen; died in room 15, 
third floor, at No 88 Ross alley. Body 
found at Main Fook’s undertaking 
establishment, at No. 74 Pacific street. 
Through Wong Chung, secretary of the 
Six Companies, a schoo! teacher, who 
knew deceased, stated that the man 
had been il] about three weeks, that 
he had been a cook and waiter in the 
Chinese theater up to three weeks ago, 
when he quit’ work va account of 
‘chancre and bubo:' that since then he 
has been in his own reom in Ross al- 
ley; that four or five days before his 
death he was given medicine by a 
Chinese doctor for a chill; that said 
medicine was too strong for the pa- 
tient, and that ‘his breathing stopped, 
and he died. On inspection of the 
body no evidence of ‘chancre’ could be 
found: in the right inguino-femoral re- 
gion a large mass of swollen, conglom- 
erated lymphatic glands could be felt. 
This swelling was so like similar 
swellings previously observed in cases 
of plague in Hongkong and in India 
that the case was regarded as almost 
certainly one of plague. Pathological 
and bacteriological examinations were

“Death 6 (I February 7.) 
Wong Chi Luli, aet. 45, cigar maker, 
who had worked at Ne. 418 Battery 
street, found Wiead at 18% (21%) Wa- 
verly Place. Through Wong Chung 
it was ascertained that the man had 


been ill for about two weeks, com- 
of fevers, loss of appetite, and

general uneasiness. He had pains in 
groins and lower abdumen, to which 
region a Chinese doctor had appited 
honey and salve. No history of vene- 
real disease. For three or four days 
prior to death the man was wuncon- 
scious. When chided by Wong 
Chung for not having reported the 
case earlier to the Six Companies, the 
brother of the deceased said he had 
not made a report because he had be- 
lieved that the patient would soon be 
well. On inspection and palpation a 
large mass of swollen glands was $dis- 
covered in the left inguino-femoral 
region. It seemed likely that the case 
was one of plague, and the friends of 
the deceased were informed that an 
examination of the body would be 
made immediately. The pathological 
and bacteriological examination estab- 
lished the death as one due to infec- 
tion with bacillus pestis. (Vide infra, 
laboratory case 5.) 
ACTOR TOM SHAM’S CASE. 

“Death (Inspected February 11.) 
Tom Shani male, age 51, actor in Chi- 
nese theater; room above theater, at 
No. 814 Washington street, near room 
of late Chun Ah Chou. (See death 1.) 
This man was reported as ill to the 
Six Companies, and was examined 
clinically Friday, February 8, by Dr. 
Barker, who obtained the following 
history: The man had been acting in 
the theater about two weeks before, 
although it had been stated that he 
had not been very well from six to 
seven months previously. February 4 
he became seriously ill with fever and 
delirium. There had been some vomit- 
ing. The urine as observed by the at- 
tendant was described as brandy-col- 
ored. He had a Chinese doctor in at- 
tendance, and his friends had not con- 
sidered him ill enough to make a re- 
port to the Six Companies worth 
while. The man smoked about 50 
cents worth of opium dally. 

“On clinical examination, the patient 
was found lying on his back in bed 
with legs drawn up; he was in a state 
of semi-stupor. His pulse was 193, 

uick, rather full, but of low tension. 

e Skin was hot and dry; respira- 
tion twenty to the minute. The face 
had an anxious expression; the tongue 
was coated in the middle; there was 
no palpable enlargement of the glands 
of the neck or axillae, but in the right 
groin several slightly-enlarged glands 
could be distinctiy felt, and the pa- 
tient, though his mind was partially 
clouded, w.nced decidedly when either 
groin was palpated. It was evident 
that the glands were quite tender. In 
the absence of urethral discharge, 
chancre or evidence of local irritation 
in the lower extremities, the case was, 
on account of the local and general 
phenomena, regarded as one of plague. 
The skin was cleansed, and a steril- 
ized hypodermic needle Introduced into 
the groin. A few drops of bloody fluid 
were withdrawn, presumably from one 
of the enlarged glands. It was diffi- 
cult to be sure of this, however, as 
the patient could not be kept quiet 
while the needle was being inserted. 
‘No colonies of plague bacilli devel- 
oped in the inoculated tube. The au- 
topsy subsequently made _ indicated 
that the needle had failed to enter 
the enlarged gland. 

“The patient was seen on the fol- 
lowing day, when his condition showed 
no change for the better. The pulse 

s 136 and feeble; the patient seemed 
in general weaker, and an unfavora- 
ble prognosis was made. The pa- 
tient’s friends were told that an in- 
jection of Yersin’s serum offered the 
best chances of recovery, though they 
were also ‘told that not much ‘could 
be hoped from any treatment in the 
stage of the disease in which the 
patient then was. The offer was re- 
fused. The man died on February 19, 
the next day. The dead body was in- 
spéected on the morning of February 
ll. The body was in a state of firm 
ricor mortis, the Iimbs being strongly 
flexed. On breaking down the rigor 
mortis and palpating the glands in 
the groin, it was difficult to say posi- 
tively that there was any enlargement 
of the lymphatic elands. In view of 
enlargement distinctly made out 
durine life, and the clinical picture 
which had been observed, the death 
was believed to be one due to plague, 
and a pathological and bacteriological 
examination undertaken. e results 
indicdted clearly the existence of in- 
fection with bacillus pestis. (Vide in- 
fra, laboratory case 6.) eg 

MRS. CHUNG M. W. sama. 

“Death & <dIn®pected Febryary 11.) 
Chung Moon Woo Shea, wife of Chong 
Toy Ding, Nving in a cellar at Nu. 
27% Waverly Place. She had been seen 
clinically by inspecting commissioner 
on February 6 and aiso on February 
9% When first seen clinically it was 
learned that she had been il] for three 
or four days, complaining of aching 
pains in the ribs and other bones, 
headache and loss of appetite. She 
had no cough. Two. days before she 
had felt very chilly. On examination 
she was found to have siight fever; 
pulse 100; tongue slightly coated; ex- 
amination of thorax and abdomen 
negative; careful palpation of cervical 
axillae, cubital] inguino-femoral and 
popliteal lymph glands revealed no en- 
largement or tenderness. When seen 
February 9 the patient was found to 
have grown much worse; the pulse 
was 132 and quick; the temperature 
was higher; the tongue was dry; sores 
were appearing upon the lips, and the 
woman was semi-stupid and moaning 
in bed. 

“The next day, February 10, the wo- 
man died, and the body was inspected 
on the following morning. The heuse 
in which the body lay was filled With 
men, women and children, friends of 
the deceased, all of whom objected 
strenuously to any examination of the 
body whatever. It was insisted upon, 
however, and finally by promising that 
only one small cut would be made, per- 
mission for examination was granted. 
Amid an appalling outbreak of grief 
upon the part of the friends, an incis- 
jon was made in the groin, and, as the 
giands imbedded in the fat there 
showed us no hemorrhages or enlarge- 
ment, no further examination was 
made. It is to be regretted in this case 
}where only one slight incision was al- 
lowable that the spleen was not bac- 
may have mn one of general infec- 
tion with bacillus pestis. At the same 
time, however, in the face of the strong 
protest made by the friends, it seemed 
wise, in order not to antagonize the 
Chinese too much, and so perhaps in- 
terfere with the progress of the whole 
investigation, not to go further. The 
body was surrounded by quicklime and 
sublimate sheet, and burial was per- 
mitted by the Board of Health. 

“Death 9. (Inspected February 12.) 
Fong Ah Fong, a female, aet. 12, 
found dead at No. 747 Sacramento 
street, room 12, fourth floor. This lit- 
tle girl had been observed clinically 
on February 6, the first day of sys- 
tematic clinical inspection. She gave 
a history of having caught a cold, fol- 
lowed by headache and lack of anpe- 
tite. She complained of no chill or 
vomiting. Her pulse was 84, and her 
temperature only slightly above nor- 
mal. She did not look very ill: the 
tongue was slightly coated; there was 
no palpable enlargement of lymphatic 
glands. As the splenic dullness was 
only slightly increased, and the mother 
of the child stated that the patient had 
been fll for fully two weeks, plague was 
not suspected. The case was looked 
upon as possibly a mild case of ty- 
phoid, and instructions given to report 
to Six Companies in case she got worse. 
She was not visited again during life.

deemd advisable to make at least a 
bacteriological examination of the 
spleen. This was done, but under 
marked protest from the child's rela-

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ruary 12, 1901.) Ung Ah Buck, aet 45, 
found dead at Wing Hai's undertaking 
establishment on Sacramento street. 
This man had n seen alive and ex- 
amined by -Dr. Barker on the previous 
day, who diagnosed the case intro vi- 
tam, as one of cervical bubonic 
plague. When seen alive he was in a 
room upstairs in the rear of No. 921% 
Dupont street, opposite St. Louis al- 
ley. The man was sitting up, but 
looked extremely ill, his face was pale, 
cyanotic, and anxious. looking. His 
voice was very feeble, but his intel- 
ligence seemed almost unclouded, and 
he was able to carry on a conversa- 
tion, though with difficulty, with the 
interpreter. The friends stated that 
he had at times wandered in his talk. 
He was under the care of Dr. Mather. 
The patient stated that he had been ill 
for two weeks. His neck had been 
swollen for one week, and he regarded 
the condition as quinsy. 

“With the aid of a tongue depressor 
the throat was examined. The fauces 
were swollen and reddened, the swell- 
ing being very marked in the left 
side. The left palatine tonsil! was much 
enlarged, and showed on its surface a 
gtayish-white patch the size of a 
dime. The reddening in the throat was 
general, and there was less local in- 
jection than ordinarily sees in 
diphtheria. The left side of the neck 
was brownish-yellow, having been 
painted over with a solution of fodin. 
Upon inspection and palpation marked 
bulging was found; this seems to be 
due to enlargement of the cervical 
lymphatic glands. The case was diag- 
nosed as one of plague with cervical 
bubo. The man died next day, and a 
complete autopsy was made by Dr. 
Flexner. The pathological examina- 
tion showed typical lesions of plague, 
and the bacteriological examination 
made by Dr. Novy demonstrated the

“Death 11. (Inspected February 14.)

“It will be noticed that of thirteen 
deaths which came to our attention. 
occurring from February 5 to February 
16, inclusive, six were undoubtedly due 
to infection with plague. A seventh 
(death No. 8) may have been a case of 
plague which went unrecognized. The

PLAIN TALK FROM TOLSTOI. 


in Russia Lies. 

{RY ~"" WIRE TO THE TIMES. 
VIENNA, April 16.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The newspapers here are re- 
ceiving reports, according to which the 
situation in Russia is becoming worse. 
Wholesale arrests continue throughotit 
the empire. Fifteen hundred persons 
were arrested in Odessa, Sunday last. 
Revolutionary proclamations continue 
to be distributed in St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, Odessa, Kieff and elsewhere. 
The most remarkable of the recent de- 
velopments is the proposal to dispatch 
‘to the Czar an address begging him to 
grant a constitution. Fifteen thousand 
signatures have already been ap- 
pended te it, including those of many 
land owners, merchants and literary 
men. The address is causing much 
excitement. It is generally regarded as 
'a@ most daring step. 

The full text of Count Toistoi’s‘ad- 

dress to the Czar, March 28, has been 
received. He submits a lengihy pro- 
| gramme of reforms. The whole docu- 
ment is full of the plainest speaking. 
Following is a sample: “Again mur- 
ders; again street slawshters; again 
will there be executions; again thé 
terror of false accusations, threats and 
spite on one hand, and again hatred, 
cesire for vengeance and readiness for 
,_ self-sacrifice on the other. Again, 
all Russian men are divided into two 
conflicting camps, and are committing 
or preparing to commit the greatest 
crimes. It is very possible that this 
time the disturbances will re- 
pressed, though it may also happen 
that the seldiers and police, upon 
whom the government rests so much 
hope, will perceive that what they are 
forced to do is the great crime of 
ratricide, and refuse te obey: but 
even if disturbances are quelled at 
present, they cannot be stified. They 
will continue to spread in a concealed 
form, and sooner or later will break 
out in increased violence and produce 
yet greater suffering and crime.” 

Count Tolstoi] appeals not only io 
the Czar, but to his advisérs, uncles, 
brother, Ministers of State and coun- 
cillors.

BIG INDEMNITIES DEMANDED IN 
BEHALF OF THE CHURCH.

‘Six Thousand Persons Connected With 
Catholic Missions Killed or Wounded, 
for Whom China ig to Be Held to 
Account. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—In_ the 
question of Chinese indemnities, which 
is going on at Peking and also at the 
various foreign capitals, it has devel- 
oped that the French government is 
desirous of looking after not only those 
claims of a distinctly national charac- 
ter, relating to France and French sub- 
jects, but also the extensive class of 
claims of Catholic institutions and 
missionaries. 

In making known this desire the 
French authorities have made it clear 
that they look upon the non-military 
claims as quite as worthy of constidera- 
tion as those connected with the equip- 
ment of military expeditions. The ex- 
tent of these depredations to Catho- 
lic persons and property in China is 
said to be very large, owing to the 
number of Catholic missions main- 
tained throughout the Chinese empire. 
It is said that some 6000 persons, di- 
rectly and indirectly connected with 
the missions, many of them native con- 
verts, have been i'l'-4 or wounded 
during the course of the disturbances. 
Besides these, much property has been 
destroyed and damaged. 

As the Catholic authorities have no 
official status in the negotiations at 
Peking, they have naturally looked to 
the French government as most likely 
to render them such aid as might be 
proper in the circumstances. This as- 
sistance has been readily granted, and 
as a result the various governments 
have béen advised of the desire of the 
French authorities to see that these 
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sea dugies, however, as is well known, 
are not the sole tax imposed, a sup- 
plementary charge being levied in the 
form of intermediate duties known as 
‘likin.’ | 

Anent the rate of such intermediate 
duties, the treaties merely state that 
they are to be levied according to the 
principies ruling at the time when 
treaties are made, and that they cannot 
be raised subsequently. This condi- 
tion has proved to be perfectly im- 
practicable. The intermediate duties 
have degraded into a purely arbitrary 
charge, in which the local Chinese of- 
ficials seck and find their principal 
source of income. There is but one 
single means of remedying this ever 
increasing evil, namely, to do away 
with these intermediate duties under 
the present negotiations as part of the 
terms of peace. To do this it will be 
necessary to assent to an increase 
sea duties in order to secure to the 
central Chinese government the income 
necessary to deal with the question of 
compensation consequent upon such an 
administrative charge.” 


CANAL'S BRITISH RIVAL. 


Railway Across Mexico’s Narrowest 
Point—Harbors at Both Ends—J. 
Pierpont Morgan Believes in It. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
LONDON, April 16.—(Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] A great British rival to the. 
Isthmian canal is the railway which 
is being built across Mexico's narrow- 
est point. This will be mainly an ex- 
tension of the Tehuantepec line, built 
by the Mexican government to connect 
the Gulf of Mexico with the Pacific, 
which has no terminal facilities. 
8S. Pearson & Co. of London are re- 
constructing the railway into an in- 
teroceanic freight thoroughfare, un- 
der an agreement made two years ago, 
the Mexican government leasing th« 
road to the British for fifty years. The 
line will be ready within four yeara. 
Two thousand men are working, per- 
sonally » supervised by Sir Weetman 
Pearsor. Harbors are being con- 
structed at both ends, affording an- 
chorage to the largest vessels. Pear- 
son says: “We hope for 2,000,000 tons 
yearly on the railway. If the Nicara- 
gua Canal carries that, it will have to 
charge 30s a ton "4 make 4 per cent. 
against our charge 6f 10s. Again, there 
whl be a saving of time. We shall 
handle aship’s cargo in one day, 
against three spent in the canal. 
Though the road is 190 miles long, it 
has 900 bridges of iron and stone, 
which, with steel rails, are coming 
from America.” 
J. Plerpont Morgan hag the greatest 
faith in the future of the railway, and ; 
regards the canal scheme unfavor- 
ably. 


GRADY ALMOST A WRECK. 


The Distinguished Democrat Goes to 
a Sanitarium to Escape Being Com- 


mitted to an Insane Asylum. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ALBANY (N. Y.,) April 16.—{Excilu- 
sive Dispatch.] Senator Thomas F. 
Grady, Democratic leader in the Sen- 
ate, is tonight an inmate of Brigham 
Hall Sanitarium for the treatment of 
nervous and mental diseases at Canan- 
daiga, The Senator was removed from 
his home in Albany this morning. Dr.

Frances Wright 
found that the minds of women who 
had themselves personally contended 
with ploneer conditions had been 
opened and broadened by this contact 
with facts and with conditions which 
constituted an unending series of 
emergencies and made upon the wits 
of all women a draft to which even 
the dullest made some response. Har- 
riet Martineau found American so0- 
clety so void of subjects of common 
interest that women attended religious 
exercises and indulged in religious ex- 
citement as their sole means of enter- 
tainment.

The majority of women’s clubs have 
been formed along lines excluding from 
consideration religion, politics and, as 
if it constituted an important third 
question by itse’f, woman su 

This exclusion, like most human con- 
trivances, has been accompanied by 
both advantages and disadvantages. In 
this article only the advantages will be 
noted. The fact that the exclusion was 
made a serious condition by the clubs 
cariiest organized, intimates the ti- 
midity with which women entered the 
club relaton.

One of the greatest advantages of 
the club is that it has given women 
a& new opportunity to study human 
nature. the opportunity growing larger 
and more varied as experience in club 
life has led women to be more natural 
and more spontaneous in their discus- 
sions. The serious reading and study 
induced by club membership in no 
small measure has supplemented early 
education. Club programmes have be- 
come the butt of the “smart” journal- 
iet’s ridicule which has made it an old 
story that a woman's club will dis- 
patch in one afternoon several eub- 
jects, any one of which would be con- 
sidered a matter for an investigation 
of months by a learned man. It must | 
be borne in mind that no club woman . 
has ever claimed that club member- 
ship made her “learned,” and in em- 
phasizing as one of the club’s advan- | 
tages the freer play and the larger 
field of contemplation which the club 
has opened to woman's intelligence 
we make no claim that the club Is the 
equivalent of the university.

MEAT WAS BAD. 

VALLIKETT INDIGNANT. 

J. J. Valltkett, proprietor of the 
Southern Pacific lodging-house on East 
Fifth street, is very indignant at the 
aspersions cast upon his quarantine 
bill by the Health Office, He gays that 
the eleven sacks of rubbish removed 
were waste papers that he had stowed 
away in a side room 

He emphatically denies that the gur- 
roundings at his lodging-house were 
bad. In fact, he believes that Mary 
Belle Murray and Miss Dennan, the 
young ladies who were incarcerated 
there, had a rather good time while at 
his house. They became quite chummy 
with geome of his boarders, he tells the 
Health Officer. 

Later the young women were taken 
to a cottage on West Sixteenth street. 
When they were released from quar- 
antitie at that place om of them 
promptly appeared on the scene with 
a letter for “Jack.” Mr.,Vallikett does 
not regard as well-developed 
type of aversion to his boarders. 

Only the second story of the house 
was quarantined, and he was not in- 
cluded. Consequently he had nothing 
to say regarding the running of the up- 
per part of his establishment. When 
the three weeks were nearly up, he 
asserts that a quantity of meat was 
allowed to spoll in the house. The 
guards, he says, refused to remove it, 
and a day or two after the quarantine 
was lifted maggots began to come 
down a fiue into the living-room of the 
jlodging-house. In desperation he says 
that he removed the meat and a large 
quantity of maggote that had found 
nutrition from it.

The work will proceed more rapidly 
as the machine nears the Salton chan- 
nel, After viewing the powerful work 
of the dredge the party were taken 
back to Chaffey’s camp, where an ele- 
gant lunch, prepared by Mrs. Chaffey, 
wes awaiting. Early in ‘the afternoon 
the excursionists boarded the steemer 
which carried them across the Colo- 
rado to Arizona.

It will be required to carry to the Im-

We drove into 
camp at Cameron Lake, about 5 o'clock, 
having viewed the whole course of the 
canal from Hanlon’s to the lands across 
the international line at the south 
boundary of the irrigation district. To 
recapitulate, a sketch has now been 
given of the improvement at the head 
works and of the condition of that por- 
tion of the Salton River to be used as 
the main canal. 

THE GREAT DISTRIBUTARIES. 
The purpose of this account is not to 
deal in proposed construction of canals 
and railroads, but to tell as fly as 
possible what work has actually been 
done. The firet work seen on the way 
down from the lower settling basin 
five miles below the intake, is at the 
point where the main distributary canal 
takes the water from the Salton River. 
A heavy dam has built across the 
Salton channe!. bove the dam is a 
cut 22 feet deep, 100 feet wide on tip 
bottom and 50 feet wide on the top, and 
400 feet long. This cut marks the be- 
ginning of the excavation that has been 
done on the lands to be irrigated. 
From the Salton eut to the interna- 
tional line, a distance of 27,000 feet, 
this distribu is 70 feet wide on the 
bottom, with fall of 9 feet, giving 
1200-horee power that will be used in 
generating electricity for power pur- 
poses. This canal crosses the line into 
San Diego county, from which point it 
is known as the Imperia) Canal No. 1, 
and is being graded toward the waste- 
away into New River, thirty-one miles 
distant, where all surplus water will 
leave the 100,000 acres of the Imperial 
irrigation district. About seven miles 
of thie splendid conduit have been 
completed. Along the boundary line 
the activities of the water company are 
at present concentrated, the company 
having under way several large liat- 
erals. as well as the main canal. One 
of these iaterals is heading rapidly to- 
ward the town of. Imperial, thirteen 
miles distant, to furni#th a temporary 
water supply of 8000 inches, while the 
main conduit is under way. These 
temporary laterals will be the first to 
eupply water for a few thousand acres 
that will be planted this summer to 
millet, sorghum, Kaffir corn and maiz, 
to furnish forage for the teams that 
are employed, and will be for a year. 
To sum up, the actual excavating done 
is 27,000 feet of the main canal from 
Salton cut to the line, seven miles of 
the main canal out across the lands, 
three large laterals with a total con- 
struction of about ten miles. About 
200 horses are employed here, with 
Fresno ecrapers, plows, drivers and a 
camping outfit, and the work is pro- 
gressing rapidly. 

THE FRESH-WATER BELT.

AGRICULTURAL PROGRESS. 

From present indications the center 
of agricultural development will begin 
upon the lands northeast of Cameron 
Lake. Already, a large acreage has 
been plowed and dry-sown to grain, 
awaiting the advent of water in time 
to make pasturage and possibly early 
fall crops. At this point, on the Mexi- 
can line, Chief Engineer Rockwood 
hes carpenters at work putting up an 
office building for himself and his as- 
sietants. Lumber the ground, a 
mile east, for a bstantial farm- 
house, and many settlers are camping 
in tents with their families, stock and 
farm teams, ready to begin improve- 
ments as soon as the water arrives. 
From conversations with actual set- 
tlers and people who know this coun- | 
try thoroughly, The Times representa- 
tive learns that alfalfa and cattle will 
constitute the Initial industries. 

Many inquiries are made as to the 
fruit prospects of these delta lands. 
The fruits that are now successfully 
grown are strawberries, dates, apri- 
cots, grapes and some other deciduous 
fruits. Oranges and lemops would not 
succeed on account of the cold weather, 
the thermometer showing a tempera- 
ture 14 deg. below the freezing point 
one night last winter. Farm crops will 
certainly be the staples, though early 
fruits offer tempting field. one va- 
riety of, the Sultana ripening in May. 
At least one hundred and fifty individ. 
uals are directly interested in these 
matters, having filed on these lands 
and taken out stock preparatory to an 
early development the territory; 
manv more are investigating the merits 
of the »roposition, and the whole 
Southwest is watching the progress of 
this great irrigation enterprise with 
increasing attention. When the b 
stream of wafer, seventy feet wide po ’ 
four feet deep, is finally turned out 
upon the lands of Imperial irrigation 
district No. 1, which will be done early 
this summer, then the pract agri- 
cultifrist,. stock farmer and fruit 
grower must take up the proposition 
of finding out what the land is best 
adapted to and the best methods of 
crop raising In whatever lines the most 
successful experiments lead. 

ELECTRIC ENERGY. 

We are now through. considering 
these developments from the stand- 
point of what has been done. From 
an examination of the contour of the 
country, the drops that are being nut 
into the main canal and lateral ditches, 
it is certain that immense power may’ 
be generated for electrical p 8. 
At one point, The ‘i imes representa- 
tive saw, fourteen miles below the 
great steam dredge, the canal has a 
direct fall of twenty-three feet, giving 
a 4000-horse power; the drop from the 
Salton River into the main distrib- 
utary is nine feet, giving 2000: at New 
River another drop of thirteen feet, 
with 1000-horse power, and two more 
falls upon the large laterals furnish 
1800-horse power—altogether over 
eight thouveand-horsee ~-ower that is 
ready for the electric engineer as soon 
as the water Is turned in. Space does 
not permit anything farther today, and 
the subject is left for possible treat- 
ment as the progress of this great 
enterprise demands in the future.

NO FURTHER STEPS TO BE TAKEN 
UNTIL THE COURTS ACT. 


City Confident of Its Ability to Es- 
tablish Title to Disputed Street—One 
Citizen Who Knows the Inside Facts 
Will Appear Against Southern Pacific. 


POMONA, April 16.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Pomona is still considered a 
seat of war, although a temporay peace 
has been declared No one who is 
recognized as a resident of this city 
ean visit any suburban community 
hereabouts without being stopped half 
a dozen times and interviewed regard- 
ing the now famous railroad fight. 
Ranchers leave their plows and har- 
rows to listen to the latest reports 
brought by passers-by, and interested 
groups gather around the little general 
stores and blacksmith shops at Spa- 
dra, Lordsburg, Claremont and other 
villages, eagerly conning the news and 
discussing the situation. Visitors, too, 
sojourning near by have come hither 
to view the scenes of action, for there 
has been a great deal of interest taken 
by outsiders in this ony for the ht. 
which has so roused the ¢ity since - 
urday. 

The excitement has abated somewhat 
today. A number stating with assur- 
ance that now the matter is in the 
courts nothing will be done by the 
Southern Pacific to lay its track at 
present, but others still think differ- 
ently, for today workmen have been 
connecting the switches and making 
everything fast at both ends of the 
line where the attempt was made to 
run the track on to First street, lan- 
terns al*eo having been put in. This 
can be taken for what it is worth, but 
with many the slogan is still “Watch 
‘em, watch ‘em closely.”

The clause referring to the track 
which the company attempted to la 
on First street, namely, that said track 
ia indispensably necessary for the suc- 
cessful operation of the road, has 
caused much comment, for, as & mat- 
ter of fact, the Southern Pacific has 
no more need for the track on the citys 
land on First etreet than a dog for five 
legs.

That man is William O'Connor, 
who owns property and lives on White 
avenue, and who announ himself 
today as ready and willing to do all 
in his power to help his adopted city 
keep her property. from the further 
grasp of the Southern Pacific. 

Away back in 1875, Mr. O'Connor was 
employed by the Southern Pacific at 
Secramento, when Mr. Wilkerson was 
resident e present Super- 
intendent John A. Muir was known as 
“Johnny” Muir, the night operator at 
Rockland, up near Savramento. Dur- 
ing that year Mr. O'Connor came to 
Anaheim, and soon to @padra, where 
he had charge of the company’s sec- 
tion work. At this time tne Southern 
Pacific road extended east only as far 
as Colton. In 1876, the company built 
ite first section-house tn the present 
city of Pomona, and O'Connor and 
his family were the first occupants 
of that house. 

Soon after, being transferred to Po- 
mona, Mr. O’Connor was ordered by 
W. T. Lamby, then the Southern Pa- 
cific resident engineer, to move the 
fence which surrounded the section- 
house grounds a number of feet farther 
south, this would necessarily close up 
a traveled roadway. When the work 
was commenced, a number of abutting 
property owners, among whom were 
the late P. C. Tonner, J. E. McComas 
and George C. Egan, vigorously pro- 
tested against this usurpation, threat- 
ening Mr. O’Connor with arrest if he 
did not stop work. The latter imme- 
diately notified Mr. Lamby, and he in 
turn notified his superior, Col. E. Hew- 
itt, then division superintencent. Col. 
Hewitt at once ordered the fence 
laced back again forty feet, to the 
ine on part of First street, where it 
has remained up to this day, and the 
roadway was left unmolested.
